Ladies  and  &entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 

The  Report  follows  the  lines  indj.cated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  includes  the  usual  statistical  returns  from  which  may  be  deduced 
something  of  the  extent  and  value  of  the  Department’s  activities. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  was  25,240 
compared  with  25,510  for  the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent 
the  total  home  population  and  include  members  of  H.M.  forces  stationed 
in  the  area. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was  18,1 
per  1 ,000  of  the  population  which  is  an  increase  of  0.5  on  the  rate  for 
1962.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.2. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  after  adjustment  was  11.7  v/hich  is  a 
reduction  of  2.1  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  Rate  for 
England  and  Wale  s was  11,9. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  showed  a tendency  to  rise  in  the 
previous  two  years  returned  to  a more  satisfactory  level  at  14.8  per 
1 ,000  live  births  while  the  National  Rate  was  20.9. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  including  cancer  of  the  lung  were  considerably 
reduced,  the  local  rate  being  slightly  below  the  National  level. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  ¥jere  substantially  increased 
mainly  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles  and  Dysenteiy.  The  dysenteiy 
cases  where  bacteriological  confirmation  Tiras  obtained  v/ere  Shigella 
sonnei  infections. 

Fewer  prdmaiy  or  influenzal  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  than 
in  the  previous  year  although  influenza  (Virus  type  A)  was  prevalent 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Notifications  of  tuberculosis  were  also  fe¥Jer,  There  vrere,  how- 
ever, 5 death®  of  un-notified  oases  in  which  the  certified  cause  of 
death  included  tuberculosis'  as  a factor. 

Environmental  conditions  affecting  Community  health  continued  to 
receive  close  attention  and  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions 
especially  was  a major  objective. 

The  problem  of  the  elderly  in  unsuitable  housing  accommodation 
was  frequently  encountered,  requiring  much  persistent  effort  in  com- 
binir^g  statutoiy  and  voluntary  services  to  improve  the  position, 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  data  supplied  for  inclusion  in  this 
Report.

In  addition  there  were  1 7 young  persons  registered  at  the  Youth 
Employment  Office. 

Due  to  the  inclement  weather  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  the 
average  number  of  workers  registered  as  unemployed  v/as  higher  than  in 
previous  years,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  a more  normal  figure  was 
reached  and  in  December  1 963  the  total  (299)  of  adults  unemployed  was 
only  slightly  higher  than  at  the  end  of  1962  (283). 

Of  the  246  men  registered  as  unemployed  at  the  end  of  the  year 
99  v;ere  under  the  age  of  forty  and  81  were  over  the  age  of  fifty-five. 
Some  59  had  been  unemployed  for  over  six  months  (36  of  these  for  over 
twelve  months). 

In  Deal  301  men  and  women  are  registered  under  the  Disabled  Persons 
(Employment)  Acts  and  in  December  1963,  39  of  these  were  registered  for 
employment . 

Most  of  the  men  registered  as  unemployed  were  unskilled  vjhilst 
the  principal  occupations  of  the  others  were  building  workers, 
clerical  and  driving.

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South 
East  Kent  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Boa:  a,  makes  provision  fox  medical  & 
surgical  cases,  while  maternity  and  infectious  oases  (excepting  small- 
pox) are  provided  for  at  Buckland  Hospital  and  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  Dover,  respectively.  Any  smallpox  cases  would  be  referred 
to  the  River  Hospital,  (Long  Reach),  Dartford,  Kent. 

5.  Nircsing  Home  Registrations  - Public  Health  Act,  1936; 


The  registration  of  Nursing  Homes  within  the  Borough  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Authority^;  there  are  six  Nursing  Homes 
in  Deal. 

6,  Clinics  and  Welfare; 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  and  Ed.ucation  Authoi'- 
ity,  have  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  maternity  and  child, 
welfare  clinics,  immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school 
clinr.cs  for  minor  ailments,  dental  and  ophthalmic  services,  child 
guidance  and  speech  therapy. 

Cut-patients  clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal. 
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7«  Swiipjning  Pools  CKent  Education  Authority): 

The  swinining  pool  at  the  Yfalmer  Secondary  School  came  into  use 
during  the  year. 

It  is  an  open  air  pool  of  60^000  gallons  vdth  a continuous 
cliLorination  and  filtration  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  7}500  gallon 
per  hour.  Chlorine  is  at  present  maintained  at  0.3  p.p.m,  at  the  inlet  and 
algae  is  controlled  b^  tT/idce  ?reekly  dosing  with  a suitable  algicide. 
Colorimetric  tests  are  taken  to  ensure  maintenance  of  free  chlorine 
between  0.2  and  0,5  p.p.m. 

The  Department  has  been  asked  by  the  Education  Authority  to  carry 
out  routine  sampling  and  supervision  of  the  pool.  One  such  sample  gave 
satisfactory  results. 

Similar  control  will  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
Paddling  Pool  to  be  provided  on  Yfelmer  G-reen,  by  the  Coimcil,  during  the 
year, 

^ • National  Assistance  Acts:^  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and  Attention: 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  for  the  compulsory  re- 
moval of  persons  considered  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  although 
several  oases  required  investigation  and  supervision,  With  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  Hospital’s  Geriatric  Specialist,  the  patient's  private 
medical  attendants  and  the  County  Yfelfare  Services,  statutory  action  was 
avoided.

I am  informed  by  the  Borou^  Engineer  that  a start  was  made  on  improve- 
ments to  the  main  drainage  of  the  Borough  in  late  September.

The  Public 
Health  Department  co-operates  in  the  prevention  of  nuisance,  such  as  by  the 
replacement  of  dxistbins,  49  dustbins  were  supplied  during  the  year,  30  as 
a result  of  notices  under  section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.

Three  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  establishments  are  approved  by  the 
Coimcil.  No  complaints  have  been  received.
